FIGHTING THE TRUST. 

The tobacco question is just now 
canting a great deal of discussion 
throughout the state and iu other parts 
of the conntry, and the general opin- 
tou seems to be that the only eolation 
of tS e trust problem is for the farmer 
who is now raising tobacco at small 
or no profit, to stop raising it entirely. 
One thing is certain, and that is if 
growers do not desire to raiso tobacco 
they are cot compelled to, and anoth- 
er thing equally evident is that the 
tinst can’t raise tobacco itself, and 
event nally will have to pay the grow- 
ths price or do without 

Says the t<ooUville Herald: 

"Bnyors for the trust have started 
out to purchase the coming crop at 9- r > 
per bundled for good and |1.60 for 
logs. It is admitted by growers that 
at $6 and I J respectively, there is a 
bare living profit in raising the crop, 
bnt they claim that the new price 
shuts off aijy inducement to prodace 
the weed. The trust people point out 
on the other haud that the foreign 
stocl a are supplied two or three years 
ina-ivance of the demand and that 
therefore the overproduction has made 
the prico for tho next crop according 
to the well known law of supply and 
demand. 

"The dark crop of 1903 was unusu- 
ally tine in quality and quantity and 
yet there was disappointment in the 
price it brought. None of this ap- 
plies to the barley crop, which is an 
anally tinning a large market. It 
seen s quite 0 rtatu that for 1904 there 
will be no money in dark tobacco and 
if W) s’.ern Kentncky fanners can pat 
their gronnd to other usis the change 
will be profitable in the fntnre. It 
will permit the consumption of the 
exoess stocks on hand, it will reat the 
gronnd anil above all it will give the 
farmers an opportunity to experiment 
in the rotation of crops by which the 
product ion of tobaooo at good prices 
can be r -gulated. 

"The only chance for the farmers is 
to organize as the purchaser organizes 
and to ountrol the production so that 
the prioe will always be snffioient 
5 he bills to take the manufacturing 
tsx off tobacco put np by the growers 
tie at best mere laaki shills of relief 
and will Let be productive of material 
h -:eflt to -] rices. Besides there is 
hi la prospect that anv of these bills 
v .1 jiasa. The toi acco area is mostly

"No man need be swayed by the 
ghosts of his ancestors. " 

This statement was made by Rabbi 
H. G Euelow, formerly of Temple Is- 
rat-1 here, in a sermon delivered at the 
Temple Adas Israel at Lonisville. 

Rabbi Enelow was commenting on 
Ibsen's strong problem play, entitled 
"Ghosts. ” Iu a strong discourse 
Rabbi Enelow severely attacked the 
lesson to be deducted from Ibsen's pro 
durtic n. He maintained that a man 
need 1 ot he shackled by the ghosts of 
his ancestors, anil that Ibsen's hero is 
merely a type of weak men with 
which the world is too largely filled, 
hot whose qnalities shonld be- avoided 
and taken as a warning that a man 
should rise above the ghost* of his an 
ceators. 

At rt oertain stage in life every man 
reali ><• his moral weakness, as well 
as hii physical imperfections. Rabbi 
Enel w said, and it is when this rt-al- 
izat. n come* that tne man most he 
gin the atrnggle against the "ghosts 
of his ancestors," if the straggle is to 
he made at all He contended that 
when this realization comes the man 
has the choice to either sucenmb to 
the influence of the gboata of his an- 
cestor* or else to battle against them 
and rise paramount to hia inheritance 

Rabbi Enelow argned that a man 
with the magnifloent talent* which 
Ibsen's hero is portrayed to have oonlil, 
if he bnt set hi* mind to the task, rise 
superior to his paternal inheritances. 

"The consciousness of power makes 
man glad to live,’’ said Rabbi Enelow 
farther along in hia sermon "Life 
is the opportunity for gratifying de 
sires and realizing ambitions. Better 
the days of suffering and anrealized 
hope than the days of complete acnieve 
ment. Power n joy and yontb is tbe 
dawn of power " 

In this connection Rabbi Enleow ex- 
plained the happiness of yonth by say- 
ing that in this stage of life the man 
begin-* to realize his power 

"The boy sayi, '1 shall do this or I 
shall do that,’ " said Rabbi Enelow 
He addneed from this lesson that there 
is joy and happiness in the realization 
of power. 

"Mock and belittle a child and you 
have successfully thwarted bis eduoa j 
tiou because bis knowledge of |<ower ' 
is ernsbed and he becomes a victim of 
the ghosts of his ancestors ’’

electric roads are ahead also (n the 
number killed and Injured, the kll’ed 
■lumbering 1.216 and Injured 47,428, 
against a record of but 282 killed and 
4,988 injured on the steam roads. '1 he 
latter have over ten times the mile- 
age of the electric road*, but the elec- 
tric roads run chiefly thic gh the 
crowded streets of cities. — Baltimore 
Sun.

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Cbioago, 11 L, Jan. 20 — Charged with 
robbing the dea 1 an I dying at the Iro- 
quois theater fire, three men have 
be»n placed under arrest by the Chica- 
go police. Tne first of the alleged 
ghouls to be csptureil was Louis Wilse 
keeper of the Illinois saloon, located 
at Dearborn and Randolph streets, a 
few doors from the main entrance of 
the theater. 

It ia charged that Wilse robbed the 
body of a dying woman, Mrs K. J. 
Trask, the afternoon of the fire, secur- 
ing f Hill, whioh, it ia alleged, was di- 
vided among three men, two of whom 
were arrested after W'ilae. The polico 
claim to have received ooofesstona 
from all three men. The other two 
arrested are Charles Conway, said to 
have received |20,aDd Thomas McCar- 
thy, alleged to have been given |27.* 
60. Tbe third man, still at large, is a 
stranger, who was given $12. He is 
•aid to be a traveling man from St. 
Louis. 

It ia said that Wilse confessed that 
$210 was taken from the body of Mrs. 
Trask of Ottawa, ill., when she was 
carried, dying, into the saloon. The 
money was handed to Wilse by a pby- 
sioiau attending tbe woman. Wilse is 
reported to have given $11 to the po- 
lice and told them it was a'l she had. 

Rumors of terrible happening* on 
tbe night of the fire have come to tbe 
polioe. In one instanoe it was said 
that a man with hia pocket* full of 
women’s ears hail been found dead. 
It was said that be had been lod by 
greed for earrings and jewelry to ven- 
ture Into tbe burning building. 

Another story had it that a police- 
man had ai rack and killed a ghoul 
caught in the act of robbing a body. 
Frightened because the thief was 
dead, tbe policeman is said to have 
left tho corpse to be taken for that of 
a fire victim The police discredit 
tbe rumor. 

Perhaps the most terrible tale of all 
is a report that men were seen cut- 
ting ring-laden fingers from women, 
who were still struggling in their 
death agony. 

One body whioh bns never been 
found is that of Mrs. Frank R. Green- 
wald, 1896 Magnolia avenue, who per- 
ished in tbe fire with her little son. 
Mrs. Greenwald bad $1,000 in dia- 
monds on her pierson, and considera- 
bly money. The police sav it is pos- 
sible her body was buried by some one 
who identified the body wrongfully
